The Department advised 
WILX.IAM S. WALTER had been subpoenaed by the Orleams Parish 
Greind Jury and this office was to make avail^d>le to USA* LACOUR 
immediately a copy of our LHM dated 2/5/68 whi^ch ends with 
page 4^ a . letter from MARK LANE to WILLIAM S. WALTER, and a 
copy of LHM from Jacksonville dated 2/2/68, six pages, tteXt 
to l^^ft paragraph stating "Mr. WALTER advised he had no 
further conversation with MARK LANE, etc." 



I v^^nted out to BRANNIGAN I had just received a • 
teJephoiif^ from Mr. LACOUR and in his telephone 

referred to one or two more memos submitted since 2/6>o!^ 
concerning information submitted by WILLIAM S. WALTER and 
that I had nothing in the files to show einy other roeniDa.
